From this latter communication, however, the fact is gleaned that 


the G erm ans at noon Wednesday began the landing of troops on Dago 


island, which lies directly north o i ( >esel island, after a bombardment. 


The G erm an naval units engaged in the conquest of the three ¡. lands 


and in attempting t<> destroy the Russian fleet were composed ol ten 


new type dreadnoughts, ten cruisers, not less than fifty torpedo boat 


destroyers and eight to ten submarines. In addition to these there was 


a large number of triwlers and other auxiliary vessels and hydro-air­ 


planes and other aircraft working with them. , 


Russians Got Four German Boats. 


Two G erm an torpedo destroyers were blown up while running 


through the mine field in Moon sound, according to the Petrograd j 


communication, and two trawlers were sunk by the lire of the Rus­ 


sian flotilla. 


Capital Will Be Moved to Moscow. 


That the seriousness of the situation is fully recognized by Russia 


is indicated by the fact that though such a contingency has been 


reckoned on previously, but not carried out, the Russian capital will 


be moved from Petrograd to Moscow in the very near future.

About Seventy Missing, Including Soldiers Return­ 


ing From France But Com plete List of Names Is 


Not Yet Available. 


W ash'ngtcn, Oct. 19.— An American army transport, the “An­ 


tilles,” hom ewars hound under convoy, wa* torpedoed and *unk by • 


German submarine in the war zone W ednesday. About seventy men 


are missing and are probably lo?». 


All the armv and navy officers aboard the vessel 
and the 
ship’s 


master, wert among the 167 survivors. Missing are members of the 


crew, three civilian engineers who enlisted in the navy and seventeen 


of the thirty-three soldier* who were returning home from France for 


\nrious reasons. Neither the submarine nor the torpedo which it fired 


were seen by the Uan&porf. She was h.t square amidship and sank in 


five minutes. 


OUR FIRST NAVAL WAR LOSS. 


This tragedy was the first in which nn American ship, engaged in 


war duty, has b«< n lost; the first sinister m essage to bring home to the 


people of the United States the rigors of the war in which we are 


engaged against the Germ ans, it carried the largest casualty list of 


the war for American lives and marked the first success of German 


luhniarines in attacks on American transports. 


That the loss of life was not greater was due to the safeguards 


with which the navy has surrounded the transport service and 
the 


quick rescue work of the convoying warships. 


Secretary Daniels announced the disaster tonight in a statement 


based on a brief dispatch from Vice Admiral Sims, which gave few de­ 


rails and did not say whether it was a day or a night attack. An accur­ 


ate list of the missing cannot be issued until General Pershing reports 


the names o f the army men who were on the vessel and the list of the 


cr. w. The statem ent was as follow s; 


DANIF.I S GIVES O UT STATEM ENT. 


“1 he Navy Departm ent is in receipt of a dispatch from Vice Ad­ 


miral Sims whi< h states that the United States ship, "Antilles,” an 


army transport, was torpedo'd October 17, while returning to this 


country from foreign service. T he vessel was under convoy of Ameri­ 


can patrol vessels at the time. 


"The torp« do which utrudc the "Antilles” was not seen nor was the 


sub which fired it. T he torpedo hit abreast the engine room bulkhead 


and the ship sank in five minutes. O f the 2 3 7 persons reported on 


board 167 wt re saved and about seventy are missing. All the naval 


officers and the officers of the army who were on board the ship at the 


time wet«' saved as w< re the officers of the ship with the exception of 


the follow ing:

ADDITIO NAL NAMES SOO N AS LEARNED. 


“There were «.bout thirty-three of the army enlisted personnel 
on 


hoard of whom seventeen were saved. The names of the missing army 


enlisted personnel and of the merchant crew of the ship will not be 


riven out until the muster rool In France of those on board has been 


consulted. As aocn as the department is in receipt of further details 


regarding th. casualties they will be made public immediately.” 


Upon receipt of the cable from Admiral Sims the government kept 


its promise not to withhold bad news from the public. Issuance of the 


statement was delayed only until the Secretary of the Navy had 


telegraphed to the families of the men known to have been lost. 


It is probable that the attack was made well out at sea. It took two 


days for the m essage to reach Washington and the dispatch show» 


that some lim e must have elapsed before definite information reach­ 


ed Admiral Sims. The survivors are believed to be already safe ashore, 


som ewhere in France or England.
